; pendent countries, Which in itself would' 
bo a dubious help to hemisphere relations 
oven if official judgments on tho degree of 
.Communist threat wero less controversial - 
than In the recent Dominican situation. 1 
But tho House went further to say it' 

• thought any American nation was justified 
- in stepping In when any other nation in tho 
; hemisphere was threatened. Does this mean 

that if Colombia thinks Venezuela Is going- 
to bo taken over, the Congressmen would 
want Colombia to intervene? In the un- 
likely event that tho CIA tells Washington' 
that Canada Is going Communist, would the 
Congressmen want their own troops to cross : 
their northern border? 

. Tho sponsor of the resolution said its pur- 
pose was "to make clear to Communists that 
they cannot count on the principle of non-, 

• intervention -to shield their takeover of a 
'hemisphere country." It is not intended to 

• be binding on the administration. 

, We share the fceliiig that Communists 1 
should know the United States and its allies 
arc resolute in opposition to Communist 
takeover. Howover, the role of the House- 
should not be to make unimplementcd stato- 
, monts alienating lands who want to bo as- 
' sured that tho tactics of democracy arc more 
principled than those of communism. 
Rather the House should show its entirely 
prbpor concern by Initiating or supporting 
legislation to strengthen the hand of tho ad- 
ministration in dealing with each crisis in- 
appropriate terms — legislation to firm up the i 
alliance rather than add further Internal
